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PARKER This remarkable strawberry, named in 
honor of the late Lucius Parker, has been on our trial 
grounds for the past eight years. We will pay $10 for 
10 plants of any variety that will produce on our grounds 
more quarts of fancy berries. No variety, new or old 
bafred except Howard No. 17. 


’ Plant is a vigorous thrifty grower, making just the 
right number of runners for the matted row. Blossom 
pistillate. Fruit extra large to the last picking, ripens 
early to midseason. Color a bright crimson. Will pro- 
duce more quarts than Warfield and average twice the © 
size of Dunlap. 

The above was taken from our last year’s list. An- 
other year has added to our appreciation of the value of 
the Parker. Frost during the blossoming period and a 
heavy hail storm when the berries were half grown did 
not prevent the Parker from producing an immense crop 
of fancy berries. It will be noted that the Parker and 
Howard No. 17 were the only varieties on our grounds 
that produced a full crop under the adverse weather 
conditions of 1921. 


In an article in the National Stockman and Farmer 
of August 18th, 1921, A. M. Wilbur, Cuyahoga Co., Ohio, 
states that from the 20 plants of Parker strawberries he 
got from us on July 5th, 1920, he picked 126 quarts of 
large berries in June 1921. Can you beat it? 


We have fruited this variety the past nine years and 
have tried to improve it by selection. On our test plot 
in 1920 we were unable to find a blank plant, every plant 
being a producer, and from this test plot of 1-10 of an 
acre we picked 900 quarts, ail sold on the ground at 
25 cents per quart. 


Our supply of Parker plants is not large and all will 
probably be sold within a short time after this list is 
mailed. We are spending no money on fancy plates or 
catalogs to sell Parker plants, and the low price at which 
we are offering them will bring us no more money than 
had we ailowed them to bear in the fruiting row. Price,
